, During the year ending December 1st, 1913, 5,831 volumes were 
added to the State Library, 4,226 volumes of which were purchased, 
1,261 volumes were received as exchanges and 344 volumes were gifts. 
Of the whole collection 12, 596 volumes were accessioned during the 
year and the total accessions to date number 145,068. There have 
been 474 additions to the Pennsylvanian. 

Among the most interesting additions of the year are the follow- 
ing : Corpus Schwenkfeldianorum ; New Schaff-Hertzog encyclopaedia 
of religious knowledge; Encyclopaedia of Islam; Real estate plat- 
book of the city of Pittsburgh; Vallance, Old colleges of Oxford; 
Whitehead, Principia mathematica; Heckewelder's Narrative; Con- 
der's Landscape gardening in Japan; "The Keystone" 1777-1905; 
International library of technology; Le Vieux Paris; Virginia Stat- 
utes-at-large; Mackey and Singleton's History of Freemasonry; Mor- 
rison's Painters of Japan ; and the Daily legal news for 1879. 

Mention was made in the last Report of the unsatisfactory paper 
that was used in the manufacture of newspapers, and the statement 
was ventured that it would be absurd to provide storage for a mass 
of disintegrating wood pulp at a very considerable cost to the State, 
when these volumes are supposed to be permanent records useful 
to the courts as well as to historians and genealogists. A mild 
campaign has been waged by the State Librarian, who has addressed 
each of the 200 odd newspapers upon this subject with the result 
that the following newspapers are now printing editions upon a good 
quality of linen paper:

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The owners of a number of other papers have indicated their in- 
terest in the matter and the State Librarian proposes to continue 
the "Good paper campaign" until some very positive results have been 
produced. 

Since the last Report was written new elevators have been placed 
at each end of the building. These are of metal and very much re- 
duce the risk of a disastrous fire. All furniture that is now placed 
in the building must be of metal construction ; nevertlieless the build- 
ing is not nor ever was satisfactory for library purposes, and a thor- 
oughly up-to-date, fire proof building adapted to library needs is 
earnestly desired. The Pennsylvania Free Library Commission still 
has to work in the cellar, there is no adequate provision for a 
Periodical Room, nor for Students' Quarters, and the Museum has 
to make use of the darkest corners of the corridors. 

The Legislature of 1911 granted an advance of $2,400 in the Mu- 
seum appropriation in order that a second Taxidermist might be 
added to the force and it also appropriated |5,000 additional for 
the work of the Pennsylvania Free Library Commission. In addi- 
tion to this the salary of the Second Assistant was increased from 
11,500 to 12,000 and that of the Messenger from $1,000 to $1,200. 

In the Division of Public Records the governors' papers have all 
been bound to the end of Governor Ritner's administration. In addi- 
tion there have been completed 32 volumes of Philadelphia County 
papers and 18 volumes of Bucks County papers. All these have been 
catalogued and the indexing of 43 volumes of the Provincial papers 
has been completed. Fees for service have amounted to $336.50. The 
Department has answered 1,355 letters, many of them requiring con- 
siderable research. Five volumes of Archives, Series 7, containing 
the Index to the 6th Series, are still in the hands of the Superinten- 
dent of Printing. 

The arrangement of the rooms in the Museum has been changed 
considerably to allow a more systematic grouping of exhibits. A 
large number of geological specimens have been ])laced on exhibi- 
tion and a small collection of the minerals of the State. There is a 
series showing the different stages in the process of the manufacture 
of cement and one showing the rock section and the manner of 
preparing slate for building purposes. There has been added to 
the zoological collection a group of opossum, showing the mother 
and young; a group of American eagles will soon be completed and 
a family of catamounts. There is also a group showing the several 
families of owls. A new way of exhibiting fish, by a process invented 
by the Curator, has met with cordial approval by a number of ex- 
])ert museum men. Mr. Humes of Jersey Shore has presented a num- 
ber of specimens of Indian arrow heads, implements and ceremonial 
rnaments.' A great deal of time has been given to the preparation 
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of satisfactory labels both of the choice of type and the color for the 
back ground and the information thereon. Mr. Dillon of Radnor has 
lent to the Museum a pair of passenger-pigeons (Ectopistes migra- 
torius). The growth of the Museum and the interest shown in it by 
the general public has steadily increased. The daily attendance 
averages several hundred. 

The public school exhibit in the Division of Education has been 
much improved, and there is now a complete exhibit of the actual 
every-day work of teacher and pupil. 

There are now about 16,000 slides in the lantern slide collection. 
50,825 slides were sent to institutions of learning, churches, civil 
societies, fraternal organizations and study clubs throughout the 
Commonwealth. The new system of cataloging the slides makes 
each slide available for a number of subjects. When it is considered 
that these slides are enjoyed by a large audience each time they are 
used the benefit of this service may be fully estimated. Although 
this service was cut off from May to October, there was turned 
into the Treasury for expressage $842.00 and $21.00 was paid for 
slides that were broken in service. 

Following up the policy begun several years ago of acquiring no 
furniture which is not of the best design, fire proof in construction 

and according to the latest library idea of efficiency, the Board of 

« 

Public Grounds and Buildings has furnished a splendid case for the 
maps, with long shallow drawers. This case is modelled by the 
Library Bureau of Boston after a case made for the Public Records 
Building in Ottawa. Six cases with roller attachments were also 
instituted for the collection of atlases. A photostat of the most 
recent type, made by the Commercial Camera Company of Rochester, 
N. Y. has also been secured for the reproduction of historical matter. 
This is another suggestion from Ottawa, for it were there that the 
Librarian first saw the wonderful work that was being done under 
Dr. Doughty's direction in securing copies of ancient maps and 
manuscripts and even in the reproduction of books. A number of 
students have expressed their appreciation of the service rendered 
with this photostat, and it has been useful in a number of ways to the 
various departments on the "Hill." Copies of surveys are prepared 
in a few moments and copies of pages from books are sent broadcast 
often relieving the Library from the necessity of sending the books 
themselves. When the Cai)itol Park Extension Commission pre- 
pares a sketch of the properties acquired by them, it is copied and 
furnished to the newspaper correspondents. Title-pages are fur- 
nished to books from which the originals have been torn and missing 
j)ages are supplied in the same fashion. 

The congestion in the upper floor of the Library building indi- 
cates that provision will soon have to be made for the volumes of news- 
papers which are increasing rapidly. The law requires that a.! 
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least two papers be purchased in each county, and representative 
papers of ten important cities. Some temporary relief might be 
given by using one of the properties purchased for the extension of 
Capitol Park until such time as the Park features are developed. 
A new building, however, or an extension of the present quarters 
will soon be imperatively demanded if the work of the Institution 
is to advance. 

During the year 1913 in addition to the very large number of 
students using the Library for consultation, 29,117 books were is- 
sued from the desk for home use. 

The Librarian attended library meetings at the Hotel Kaaterskill, 
New York, on June 25th, where he acted as President of the 
National Association of State Libraries, and at Erie, Pennasylvania, 
on October 9th and 10th, where he delivered an address on "A 
Survey of Pennsylvania Libraries" before the Keystone Library As- 
sociation. He was also present at the meeting of the American 
Library Institute held in New York City on December 1st. This 
latter meeting is composed of the older members of the profession, 
who meet yearly to discuss the more important matters with refer- 
ence to library progress in general. The tendency expressed in 
these meetings is towards a better preparation educationally for 
people entering library work. While the personal equation must 
enter into any such discussion and efficiency cannot be said to 
exist only in collegiate qualification, the library schools, by in- 
sisting upon degrees from high class institutions, have undoubtedly 
set a standard in this respect. No such qualifications, however, will 
make a librarian or an assistant genial in temperment towards the 
patrons of the institution, nor will it prevent the winding of red 
tape, which so greatly fetters prompt and willing service. There 
is nothing in a collegiate course which will prompt a library worker to 
stay hours over time to assist a student, nor even to go beyond the 
rules of the institution to get results; nevertheless, it is a hopeful 
sign when intellectual fitness is insisted upon as one of the qualifica- 
tions. 

The Pennsylvania Free Library Commission has distributed 17,884 
books to 327 points in the State to meet the needs of readers and 
students. Of these 13,009 volumes went into the country districts, 
1,260 volumes were sent to public schools in the rural districts, 
1,448 to study clubs in towns having no free library, 1,695 volumes 
were lent to public libraries. A collection of books was sent to the 
Summer School at Mt. Gretna, which serves as a library for that 
School. 

$355.00 was turned into the State Treasury, which was made up 
of the one-dollar freight charges. 
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New libraries have been opened at Mercersburg, Mt. Union, New 
Hope, Rockdale and West Fairview. At Canton a new building was 
provided by the bequest of Mr. Green. The legal difficulties in se- 
curing a lot for the Wellsboro Library have been settled and the 
Green bequest will soon be operative. 

Members of the staff conducted a Library Summer School for 
library workers at State College and eleven pupils took the full 
course. 
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ACTS OF THE LEGISLATURE OF 1913. 

No. 777. 

AN ACT 

Providing for the establishment of the Pennsylvania Historical 
Commission ; defining its powers and duties ; and making an ap- 
propriation for its work. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That within sixty Pennsylvania his

days after the passage of this act the Governor shall 

appoint five citizens of this Commonwealth who shall 

constitute the Pennsvlvania Historical Commission, 

which commission shall be a body corporate under its Body corporate. 

title aforesaid, and shall be charged with the duty of 

marking and preserving the antiquities and historical 

landmarks of Pennsylvania. 

Section 2. Two of the members of said commission 
shall be appointed for two years, and three members Terms. 
for four years, and each thereafter shall be appointed 
for a term of four years. They shall receive no com- 
pensation for their services, but shall be allowed their 
actual expenses while engaged upon the business of the Expenses. 
commission. 

Section 3. The commission shall organize immedi- organization. 
ately after its appointment, by the election of one of its 
members as chairman, another as secretary, and another 
as treasurer; and it may adopt such rules of organiza- 
tion and procedure as it may deem necessary, and de- 
termine the terms and duties of its officers and "em- 
ployes. The commission may, when necessity demands 
it, ay)point a clerk, who shall be a stenographer, at a cierk. 
salary not to exceed one thousand dollars per annum, 
and a curator at a salary not to exceed twelve hundred curator. 
dollars per annum. 

Section 4. The Pennsylvania Historical Commission 
may, upon its own initiative or upon the petition of JJt^^^Tc'*^* *"^ 
municipalities or historical societies, mark by proper 
monuments, tablets, or markers, places or buildings, 
within this Commonwealth, where historical events 
have transpired, and may arrange for the care and 
maintenance of such markers or monuments. Tt may 
also undertake, within the means at its command, the feTto"a«"n.° ^^^ 
preservation or restoration of ancient or historic pub-
